Pittsburg, Aug. 6.—Eugene V. Debs, 


who addressed tie miners meeting here 
Inst night left today for Turtle Creek. 
Before leaving the city Debs denounced 
Judfre Jackson of West Virginia for issu- 
ing an injunction restraining him from 
interlering with the Mononagh Company, 
or its employes. Debs said: "This in 
junction restrains me from walklrg on 
any highway leading to the mines of th 
Moaoiiagh 
Coal and Coke company 


annihilates the rights of peaceable assem- 
blage and eSeotually 
suppresses

speech If sustained, and I have nn doubt 
it will be, it sweeps away all constitu- 
tional safeguards and delivers us bound 
band and foot to corporate capital. I hold 
the injunction and the judge who issued 
it in supreme contempt. If I have occa- 
sion TO raise my voice In behalf of the 
famishing miners in Jackson's jurisdic- 
tion 1 propose to do so, or at least make 
the attempt, totally regardless of this in 
famous injunction." In reference to the 
cb'nrge of deputies on guard at De Armitt's 
mines, forcing miners to work at the 
point of revolvers, President Dolan stated 
that the matter had been placed in the 
hand3 of attorneys and that probably the 
miners' officials would go into court and 
ask for an injunction restraining these 
ieputies. Said he: " They have no right 
to compel any man to go to work and we 
will not stand it. I have in my pocket 
tho names of many men treated in this 
manner, but prefer not to give them out 
new for fear the men will suffer."

MUST PAY AMERICAN CLAIMS.I 


No lurther Delay Will be Tolerated toy 


the United States. 


Washington, D. O., August 6.—No 


further procrastination on the part of 
Turkey to avoid the payment of large in- 
demnity claims for outrages committed 
on American citizens will be tolerated by 
the state department and if the porte is 
not inclined to meet promptly the de- 
mands as soon as its finances will per- 
mit, there may be a peremptory call for 
the money in a manner to convince the 
Sultan of this government's determina- 
tion to collect It. Heretofore the demands 
of the United States have been met by 
the most positive refusal, and no encour- 
agement has been held out that there will 
be a change of feeling 


United States Minister Angell carries 


with him to Constantinople Instructions 
of a nature, which, it Is believed will lead 
to the payment of the claims without 
further delay, and, while his orders vary 
little from those Issued to Minister Ter- 
rell, they call for Immediate action, 
whereas Mr. Terrell's were modified, at 
the request of foreign governments having 
similar claims, !n view of the strained re 
lations in tbo east and were never, there- 
fore, strongly urged. 


Mr. Angell has no alternative butto in- 


sist on the piyment of what this country 
asserts to be a just and reasonable indem- 
nity for outrages* committed during the 
massacres at Harpool and Marasb during 
the Armenian atrocities two years ego, 
when missionary property was Injured. 
Thus far no foreign government has suc- 
ceeded In oolleotlnea cent of the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars claimed as- a fair 
return for the injuries suctalnnd by tbem, 
although strong pressure has been brought 
to bear upon the porte, coupled' with 
threats of force. There might have been 
a reaort to strong measures by European 
countries but for the war between Greece 
and Torfcey.

Waeblngon, Aug. 6.—There is a grow- 


ing belief hero, strengthened by the ao- 
tloue and statements of high offloluls, that 
the highest powers of the diplomatic 
branch of thd government will be required 
to prevent serious Issues with either Spain 
or Japan, or both. 'Ihe true state of 
sffalrs, as It confronts the administration 
today, is not realized bv the superficial ob- 
server of events, but there is no doubt 
whatever that tne experienced mon who 
are the head of the state departinont are 
prepared to use all tbo resources of diplom- 
acy before a settlement of the Cuban ques- 
tion or the annexation of Hawaii is real- 
Ired. 


Senator Morgan, while talking two 


days ago of his expected visit to Hawaii, 
expressed the opinion that Spain is almost 
ready to take a desperate step In the 
Cuban matter, by open hostility toward 
this country. The opinion expressed by 
Senator Morgan has been steadily gaining 
ground In Washington for somu time, 
and Senator Morgan is too close a student 
of foreign affairs to venture a rash predic- 
tion. Under the circumstances, the a-l 
ministration ts looking for a hopeful turn 
of affairs, resulting from the arrival and 
early negotiations of Minister Woodford 
at Madrid. 
The Impression 
has got 


abroad that General Woodford bears a 
definite proposition from this government 
for the settlement of the Cuban1 question, 
and that If this Is refused the administra- 
tion will be prepared for any emergency. 


Senator Morgan, who has ^ad several 


oonferenoes 
with President 
MoKlnley 


recently, expressed the belief that the 
president Is disposed to bring the Cuban 
conflict to a speedy close. None but the 
jingoes have doubted thl« from the first 
accession of President MoKInloy In office, 
but it is now certain that the president 
has been made to teel the necessity of 
haste In tbu matter on account of the atti- 
tude of Japan. Ho realizes, of course, 
that complications with two countries 
situated geographically as Spain 
and 


Japan are in reference to the United 
States would prove to be exceedingly em 
barrassing |n case the complications 
dhoulil extend to actual hostilities 
In 


fact, there Is little doubt that the diffi- 
culties with the two countries nave al 
ready caused the administration to have 
some uneasy eflectlons. There is not the 
.slightest doubt that the navy department 
would dispatch a ship or two from the 
Atlantic squadron to Paolflo waters wcro 
it not for the fear of what the develop- 
ments in Spanish affairs way bo wltln a 
short time. 


Senator Morgan Is not alone in the .bo 


lief that a crisis in the Cuban affair Is 
near at hand. 
The administration is be- 


lieved to take the same view of the matter. 
If Spain really Is contemplating a desper- 
ate move Involving open hostilities with 
this country she could wish no more favor- 
able opportunity than a period when the 
Atlantic naval suadron Is depleted by dis 
patches to the Pacific ocean. On the 
other band, Japan may b« mad* the bolder 
by recognizing this very thing. It Is rea 
sonable to suppose, IB the opinion of 
prominent members of the government, 
that Japan has already shown a bolder 
band on account of the recognition of nur 
delicate relations with cpain. 


Probably both Spain and Japan real- 


ize that they jointly have us at a disad- 
vantage. It Is a recognition of this situa- 
tion which it is believed will lead Presi- 
dent McKlnley to brina the Cuban ques- 
tion to a very speedy settlement, Jf it Is in 
his power to do so. The agitation of the 
Hawaiian annexation question will be on 
In earnest as soon as congress convenes Iu 
Decembtr, and then Japan's band would 
be forced. At the same time that tbero Is 
hopefulness on the part of the-state de 
partment that the Japanese difficulty will 
be overcome by diplomacy, there Is n feel 
Ing that all other bothersome questions 
connected with 
our foreign relations 


fhould be disposed of before the Hawaiian 
agitation becomes more acute.

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BABIES IS BARE. 


Most of Those Terrible Mad Dogs 


Mot Mad at AIL 


So Say» Prentdent John P. Balnea of 


the American Society for tfce Pre- 


vention of Cruelty to 


Animal*.

"What do you know about mad 


dogs?" I asked John P. Haines, presi- 
dent of the American Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty t«* Animals. 


"I know that most 'mad dogs' aren't 


mad at all," replied Mr. Haines, swing- 
ing easily upon his chair behind his big 
desk. "I have raised hundreds of dogs 
ipyself, I have loved and known dogs 
for many years, and I hove never yet 
seen one running mad. The periodical 
excitements on the subject are largely 
due to newspaper publications and to 
the operations of the Pasteur institute. 
Dogs are shot or clubbed to death daily 
lor rabies when they are simply ill, just 
as a man might be, and not mad. A 
dog may tumble down in a fit, but he 
Isn't mad. He may have trouble with 
Ins stomach and aulk, but he isn't mad. 
He may have epilepsy and froth at the 
mouth and not be mad. 


"Within the last four years our agents 


have handled over 100,000 dogs and over 
150,UM> '-ats. Tbey have been called up- 
on to shoot so-called mad dogs, and iu- 
cteacl of doing so have picked them up 
in their arms and put them into the am- 
bulance. They have been scratched 
and bitten again and again at our shel- 
ters. Sometimes they have had an arm 
or a hand crushed by a savage bite, and 
have had to stay a week in hospital; 
,but 
no one of them ever had hydro- 


phobia, nor has any one of Ike animals 
proved rabid. 


"Superintendent llankinson, of your 


society, told me some 3'ears ago that he 
had in 20 years never seen a mad dog. 


tion and printed in. the Medical News. 
You'll find that Dr. Dulles, who is a dis- 
tinguished Philadelphia physician, rec- 
ognizes hydrophobia as possible, but 
establishes ita exceeding rarity." 


Dr. Dulles' paper states the result of 


an investigation of 78 fatal cases of 
hydrophobia, or alleged hydrophobia, 
occurring within six years, or at a rate 
of one case to 4,500,000 people per year. 
Cases are relatively more numerous 
about New York, because of the mental 
effect of newspaper discussion and the 
"exploitation, of the Pasteur institute;" 
but in America generally they axe less 
numerous than in France, because the 
"psychological makeup of the Ameri- 
can people" is less favorable to the de- 
velopment of hystero-epilepsy as the 
result of fright. Pasteur, says Dr. 
Dulles, boatsted that he had made it 
possible for anyone to find a cure for 
hydrophobia; but the year before the 
boast only four persons died of the dis- 
ease in the department of the Seine 
(Paris), while the year after there were 
22 deaths. Evidently Dr. Dulles thinks 
hydrophobia is increased rather than 
diminished by the lymph-using spe- 
cialists. And who shall decide where 
doctors disagree? 


At any rate, if there is only one death 


from hydrophobia to four millions and 
a half people in a year, dogs seem to be 
pretty safe to have about, so far as any 
special danger arising from their bite 
is concerned.

The 
disease stems to ait'ec-t the nerves of the 
human throat in such a way as to re- 
net upon the mind and produce the 
"water dread" which has given ribeto 
the name."

ered. 


"Wliat is called lissophobia, or false 


hydrophobia, is more common than the 
real thing—a thousand to one. I have 
myself known well educated, intelli- 
gent men who have been bitten by 
dogs, whose minds, have been acted 
upon to such an extent that they have 
suffered for mouths from nervous pros- 
tration, and have thus been unfitted 
for their usual work. I knew of one 
ca-se in particular—that of a clergyman, 
one of the best known in this country 
—where the patient w-as so unnerved 
after he had been bitten by a dog that 
he was unable to continue his work and 
was sent to Europe for a change. I, 
suppose that the effect of heredity may 
be considerable in such instances. Teo- 
ple who have been afraid of dog bite in

An Esliiluratlnsr Sport PructiePd on 


t'te Savutinan of b«ntl> Carolina. 
"Fox hunting and deer hunting are 


splendid sport, but if you -wish to go 
on a chase that \vill be most exhilarat- 
ing- and at the same time test the met- 
tle and bottom of your horse and the j 
endurance of the rider to a greater de- 
gree than an}' other hunt 1 know of, 
I recommend the running' down of wild 
horses, or rather the attempt to do it, 
because the best of ridnrs on the best 
of mounts will not always be success- 
ful." 


The speaker was a mau noted lor his 


horsemanship. In deer hunting he al- 
ways prefers going in the drive, which, 
while giving fewer opportunities for 
successful shooting, furnishes occa- 
sions for expert riding, r. and he has 
many times outrun a noble buck, 
turned him from his course and back to 
the waiting slanders. 'But as it was 
known that his hunting had been con- 
fined to this state, he was asked: 
"Where did you ever run down, wild 
horses?" 


"There are hundreds of them on sa- 


i annas in middle Colloton," he replied. 
"The section I visited is about the angle 
between the Edisto river and the Great 
Caw-Caw swamp. Here for miles on 
miles the land lies as level as a table, 
the great opening broken 
only by 


small patches of brush with no large 
timber. A peculiar watergrass has 
possession of the land. It is short, but 
very thick, and gives excellent pastur- 
nge ami makes as fir.e turf to ride over 
us there is on an}' steeplechase course 
in the country.

Attention has recently been drawn 


.j the extent to which the royal family 
of Denmark is related by marriage to 
the governing families of other Europe- 
in kingdoms. 
Christian IX. of Den- 


mark, the oldest secular ruler in Eu- 
rope, is the. father of the princess of 
Wales (wife of the future king of Eng- 
land), the father of George I., king of 
Greece, and the father of Empress Dag- 
mar, mother of the emperor of Russia, 
Nicholas II. In the- present complica- 
tions in and about Crete, the English 
and tlie Russian governments are per- 
haps more deeply interested than any 
3ther,and the relation which they beairto 
King George is therefore of the veryfirst 
importance. He is related by marriage 
to the royal house of each empire, one 
Bister being the mother of the Russian 
emperor and the other the daughter-in- 
law of Queen Victoria. 


The king of Denmark, however, is 


not the only monarch of Europe at pres- 
ent who owes, much of his influence to 
matrimonial alliances. The present em- 
peror of Austiria, Franz Josef, has two 
daughters, the elder of whom, Gisela, is 
married to the second son of the regent 
of Bavaria. His son Rudolph, who died 
by suicide in 18SD, was ma.rried to the 
second daughter of Leopold II., tho 
king of Belgium. The present king of 
Portugal, Charles I., is a son of a daugh- 
ter of Victor Emanuel. The heir to the 
throne of Savoy married the daughter 
of a former king of Portugal, and 
his oldest son married Archduchess 
Louise of Austria. Tlie present king of 
Greece not only is the brother of the 
dowager empress of Russia, hut he mar- 
ried Grand Duchess Olga of Russia, and 
a younger brother married PYincess 
Marie of Orleans, a r.iece of comte de 
Paris, whose son, the duke of Orleans, 
ib the Bourbon aspirant for the crown 
of France. The eldest son of the king 
of Denmark married Princess Louise of 
Sweden, who is a niece of the present 
king of Sweden and Norway, Oscar II 
The eldest son of the pxe-sent Icing of 
Greece married Sophia, the sister of the 
present rmperor of Germany, whose 
brother Henry is married to a daughter 


i of the late Princess Alice of England, a 


j daughter of Queen Victoria, who died 
' In 1878. The heir to the throne of Rou- 


m.inia is the, husband of the eldest 
daughter of the duke of Edinburgh, =co 
011 d son of Queen Victoria, and this list 
iloos not by any means exhaust the sum- 
mary of relationships, between the royal 
families of Europe. 
It was =ni<l in former times that the 


Integrity of the once powerful and al- 
ways proud empire of Austria, was 
maintained onl.y through the fact that 
the- princes of the house of Ilapsburg. 
not handsome men themselves, had all 
of them I'cantiful daughters, and the 
mairiagi1 of these daughters to the sci- 
ons of other royal houses in Europe 
had the effect of forestalling and pre- 
venting tlie dismemberment of the Aus- 
trian empire, 
frequently 
threatened 


after each MIOCOM ive defeat of the Aus- 
trian soldiers in battle. At the present 
time it is the royal house of Denmark, 
rather than that of Austria, which ex- 
ercises tlw largest measure of influence, 
matrimonially, on other European 
courts.—y. Y. Sun.

Harder Thnn the Men. 


Greek women of the proletariat anc 


Indian, squaws have many tilings ir 
common, although one would, perhaps 
never think of associating these twc 
apparently dissimilar tyi>es Of woman 
kind. But the position of the women 
of the lower class in Greece is very sim- 
ilar to that of the wives of Poor lx>, f 01 
they both are the laborers of the com- 
munity and perform the 
drudgery, 


while their loids are out in the open 
air enjoying themselves. Greek mei) 
are decidedly lazy, and perform onlj 
as much work as is absolutely neces 
&a,ry to keep from staiving. It there- 
fore devolves upon the women to do 
most of their labor, and there is hardlj 
a moment during the day when thej 
are not delving at some onerous tas>k 
"The men are hospitable, democratic, 
fond of politics and. of discussion, di 
vided into factions, eager for inforina 
tion, quick to adapt themselves to cir 
cumstances, patient in suffering, bu1 
disinclined to labor." They regard tiw 
women as of small importance anc 
treat them as inferior creatures, fit 
only to wait upon and work for theh 
natural masters. 
Until the advent of an American mis- 


sion in Athens, some fifty-odd years 
ago, female education among the poorei 
classes was unknown. The founders 
erf this institution, Dr. and Mrs. Hill 
educated many women, who subse- 
quently occupied btations of rank and 
influence. Prior to their coming th< 
women were as ignorant as the women 
of the Turkish empire, but now a ma 
jority can at least read and -write. 


Perhaps the strongest emotion GrceL 


women, feel is their intense hatred foi 
the Turk, and tnis hostility to the 
"sick man of Europe" and his people is 
among the first things they teach tc 
their babies. In consequence the boys 
grow up despising the Turks and tic 
girls fear nothing so much an the Otto- 
man minister. 


On account of the indolence of tie 


men the women. ha\e to resort to all 
kinds of economy to keep the wolf from 
the door, a fact, which explains th« 
public ovens seen in nearly every ham 
let. A pi-h ate fire is considered a greal 
luxury, so these public ovens have been 
established, where on certain days the 
women carry great batches of dougli 
to be baked into bread, and enough is 
cooked at one time to last n week 01 
ten days.

Greek maiden \vears> a long white skirl 
o,f delicate material, o^ ex whach a short 
er skirt, reaching to the knees, falls IE 
graceful folds.
